Former teammate Nate Burleson 
describes Johnson as a cross between 
Usain Bolt and Hercules - for good 
reason. His 40-yard dash time of 4.35 
seconds means once the big man gets 
going, his long stride makes him 
almost impossible to catch. Hall Of 
Fame wide receiver James Lofton 
reckons what makes it even worse is 
defences are lulled into a false sense 
of security because of his size. “You 
forget that he’s fast because of how 
big he is,” says Lofton. 



H e's been called 
a ''freak of 
nature" and 
the "most imposing 
package in the NFL".

CLEVER CLOGS 



The NFL uses an IQ test (known 
as the Wonderlic Test) to measure 
the aptitude of players coming 
into the league. The average score 
for receivers in the 50-question 
multiple-choice quiz is 17. Offensive 
tackles score highest, on average 
reaching around the 26 mark. 

Calvin Johnson blew those scores 
out of the water with a mark of 
41 - making him one of the smartest 
players in the entire league, let 
alone wide receivers. 



Once Johnson has the ball in his 
hands, the next problem is stopping 
him. Weighing 2371b (the average 
corner clocks in at 1951b) means the 
Lions man can bulldoze his way to 
the end zone. This is why playing 
“single coverage” (NFUs equivalent 
to man-to-man marking) against 
him is suicidal. When the Dallas 
Cowboys tried it in 2013, Johnson 
racked up 329 yards and 14 catches 
- the second-highest single game 
receiving yards total in NFL history.

NBA JUMPS 



At 6ft 5in, Megatron is the same 
height as an average NBA point 
guard. They are usually the smallest 
guys on the court, so that’s not that 
impressive in itself. What is 
impressive is when you combine his 
frame with his 42.5in vertical jump, 
6ft lOin wingspan and 8ft Sin 
standing reach and he has a spring 
similar to Shaquille O’Neal - a 
whopping 12ft 5in, and the largest 
documented in the NBA. When the 
ball is in the air, you have to fancy 
Johnson’s chances of grabbing 
hold of it.

“Every manager in the Premier League 
will be telling his players to kick Diego 
Costa. At one club I played for, we 
were told to kick Wayne Rooney and 
various Arsenal players because they 
couldn’t deal with it. It may sound 
unfair, but players like Costa are 
targeted for a reason. If you live by the 
sword then, ultimately, you’ll probably 
die by the sword.” 








“When it comes to atmosphere, 
Newcastle United’s St James’ Park 
takes some beating, though Stoke 
City’s fans are incredibly noisy, vocal 
and intimidating. Atmospheres aren’t 
the product of having the most fans in 
the stadium: it comes from the level of 
expectation. These places have the 
same degree of interaction if they’re 
playing Gillingham or Real Madrid.” 



“Most changing rooms are fairly basic. 
Fulham had the worst - cramped, 
cold, dark and dingy. Some of the 
foreign players, who’ve won the 
Champions League and boast 100 
caps, would get changed where the 
showers are because there was not 
enough seating. You could see them 
thinking: 'What the f**k has happened 
to my career?”’ 



“Refs may look weak at times, and 
some players look very aggressive 
when they surround him (as if they’re 
calling him all the names under the 
sun), but they’re not. They are only 
questioning the merits of the decision. 
You get fined two weeks’ wages for 
getting sent off for swearing at the 
referee. Managers clamped down as 
it’s a cheap way of getting a red card.” 



“When the game is over, you’re so 
drained you feel as if the week’s work 
is over. Your mindset then goes from 
that to, 'For f**k’s sake, I’ve got to do 
the media!’ If you’ve lost, it’s viewed 
as punishment. The media know this 
and ask questions to wind you up.”
